INVESTIGATION: 

ON THE ABOVE DATE AND TIME MY PARTNER, OFFICER KANAGI, AND I 
RESPONDED TO A RADIO CALL REGARDING A TRESPASS SUSPECT AT THE 
GOODWILL STORE LOCATED AT 1218 N. VINE STREET. WE RECEIVED 
FURTHER INFORMATION THAT THE SUSPECT WAS A MALE HISPANIC 
WEARING A BLUE JACKET AND A BLACK T-SHIRT. 


UPON ARRIVAL OFFICERS OBSERVED THE SUSPECT STANDING INSIDE 
THE STORE APPROXIMATELY 15 FEET FROM THE FRONT DOORS. HE 
MATCHED THE DESCRIPTION OF WE RECEIVED AND HE WAS ARGUING 
WITH THE WIT / P.A. (BARKER, MYESHA). 


MS. BARKER RELAYED THE FOLLOWING; TWO DAYS AGO THE SUSPECT 
LATER IDENTIFIED AS CHAVEZ, RAYMOND CAME INTO THE STORE AND 
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WAS LOITERING AND REFUSING REQUESTS TO LEAVE. HE CREATED A 
LOUD DISTURBANCE PRIOR TO GRABBING A WRIST WATCH FROM THE 
COUNTER. HE LEFT WITHOUT MAKING ANY ATTEMPT TO PAY FOR THE 
ITEM. 


SHE FURTHER RELAYED THAT YESTERDAY SUSPECT CHAVEZ ENTERED 
THE STORE AND WAS LOITERING / TRESPASSING AND CREATED A 
DISTURBANCE WHEN HE WAS ASKED TO LEAVE. MS. BAKER FURTHER 
ADVISED THAT CHAVEZ WAS ISSUED TRESPASS WARNINGS AND THAT 
THE STORE WAS EXERCISING IT’S RIGHT TO REFUSE SERVICE TO 
CHAVEZ ON THAT DATE. AT APPROXIMATELY 1045 AM THIS DATE 
CHAVEZ RE-ENTERED THE STORE AND WIT BARKER IMMEDIATELY 
ASKED HIM TO LEAVE THE PROPERTY. SHE FURTHER REMINDED HIM 
THAT HE WAS ISSUED TRESPASS WARNINGS ON TWO PREVIOUS DAYS 
AND ASKED THAT HE LEAVE IMMEDIATELY. CHAVEZ REFUSED AND 
BECAME BELLIGERENT AND HOSTILE. SHE STATED THAT “HE GOT IN 
HER FACE” AND WAS THREATENING TO BOTH HER AND ONE OF THE ON- 
DUTY CASHIERS. 


I ASKED CHAVEZ IF MS. BARKER HAD ASKED HIM TO LEAVE THE STORE 
AND HE REPLIED “YES”. I FURTHER ASKED HIM IF HE HAD BEEN 
ADVISED HE WOULD BE CONSIDERED A TRESPASSER ON THE PREVIOUS 
DAYS AND HE REPLIED “YES”. BOTH MY PARTNER AND I ASKED HIM TO 
LEAVE AND ADVISED THAT IF HE REFUSED HE WOULD BE SUBJECT TO 
ARREST. 


CHAVEZ INITIALLY SAID HE WOULD LEAVE BUT THEN STOOD HIS 
GROUND AND STARTED TO ARGUE WITH MS. BARKER OVER THE 
ALLEGED THEFT OF THE WATCH. I ASKED HIM AGAIN TO LEAVE AND HE 
LOOKED AT ME AND SHIFTED THE ARGUMENT OVER THE WATCH TO ME. 


WE NOTED THAT ALL OF THE STORE STAFF WAS IN A GROUP AND ALL 
APPEARED SHAKEN AND AFRAID OF CHAVEZ AND HIS ACTIONS. DUE TO 
ALL OF THIS INFORMATION AND HIS CONTINUED REFUSAL TO LEAVE 
THE PROPERTY WITHOUT FURTHER INCIDENT CHAVEZ WAS PLACED 
UNDER ARREST FOR A VIOLATION OF 41.24(d) L.A.M.C. TRESPASS. IT WAS 
NOTED THAT APPROPRIATE SIGNS WERE POSTED AT VARIOUS 
LOCATIONS AROUND THE BUSINESS REGARDING TRESPASS.
